A new heating unit 
has been installed, and the Council 
Room and the ladies’ room have been 
completely redecorated. 

The heating unit was a welcome 
addition, especially to the men living 
in the back rooms who were oc- 
easionally frozen stiff on cold winter 
nights when the old heating system 
was in operation. The new oil burner 
was installed last November, during 
a week when the thermometer 
seemed to drop to sub-zero levels es- 
pecially for the occasion, amid the 
staccato blasts of air hammers, which 
spread a fine, penetrating, better- 
than-average dust over everything.

5,000 Mass af Old Main 
To Welcome Eisenhower 


Penn State students, massed in 
front of Old Main, had their first 
glimpse of President-elect Milton S. 
Eisenhower and gave him a roaring 
welcome. 


An estimated 5,000 students, fac- 
ulty members and_ townspeople 
crowded the plaza and lawn before 
Old Main as Dr. Eisenhower, here on 
a brief visit, spoke briefly and in- 
formally. 

Queried by about 20 press repre- 
sentatives from the College, town 
and state, Dr. Eisenhower parried 
several questions about major poli- 
cies with the statement that he was 
not prepared to speak on such mat- 
ters until after he takes up residence 
as the College’s chief executive in 
July. 

However, he did point out general- 
ly that “an educational institution’s 
foundation is integrity, and that in- 
tegrity should be evident in all 
branches of the institution.” This was 
prompted by a question about policy 
on athletic subsidization and the 
“sanity code.” 


“I have always hoped at Kansas 
State the athletics should be on an 
amateur basis as much as possible,” 
he said. 


Concerning his reported “open 
door” policy of being available often 
to see and talk with students at Kan- 
sas State, he indicated that he would 
earry that policy with him as much 
as possible when he switches col- 
leges. “As long as I had the time and 
strength to continue, I wouldn’t re- 
fuse someone who wants to see me.”
